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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the 1 12 2nd rejection set forth in the final office action 
11/28/08. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. Applicant 
argues that the drawing in JP'403 is a schematic from which it cannot be discerned whether volumes A and B are formed from the same 
large chamber separated by piston 5. Examiner notes that the English abstract for JP'403 provided by Applicant indicates that both 
chamber "a" and chamber "b" are "of the cylinder C" and that they are separated by piston 5. Applicant then argues that chambers "a" and 
"b" provide different functions. Examiner agrees that the chambers serve different functions; however, the argument is more specific than 
the claim language. The claim merely requires that the first flow path be between the tank and the ring chamber. As broadly recited, one 
can reasonably argue that the first flow path (the line on which element P2 sits) is between the tank and the ring chamber because the flow 
path is between the tank and the cylinder which includes the ring chamber. Examiner maintains that the interpretation is reasonable in light 
of the considerable breadth of the claim. Examiner notes that the broad interpretation relied upon by the Examiner could be easily 
overcome by reciting that fluid in the first flow path flows from the tank into the ring chamber because it is clear from the drawings in JP'403 
that the fluid flows from the tank into the cylinder chamber. Had this limitation been present in the claims the argument that chambers "a" 
and "b" have different functions would have been relevant in overcoming the current interpretation of JP'403. Since the previous broad 
claim language has been maintained, the rejections using the JP'403 reference have been maintained. Examiner notes, however, that 
claim 1, as amended, overcomes the 112 2 nd rejection set forth in the final office action of 11/28/08 so the amendments were entered 
because they placed the case in better form for appeal. 
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
